nied a fu rther stay against collec­ 
tion of the state's new >veight- 
distance tax on big tru ck s. 
The decision means that the 
state can begin immediately to 
force tru ck ers to mak e the stipu ­ 
lated levies. 
The Appellate Division of State 
Su preme Cou rt had granted 
a 
temporary stay, effective only u n- 
j 
til the Cou rt of Appeals heard 
and decided a motion for a fu r­ 
ther stay pending a decision on 
the constitu tionality of the law. 
The state’s highest tribu nal, in 
denying a fu rther stay, made no ! 
comment. 
The Cou rt of Appeals may tak e 
u p nex t month thie issu e of the 
constitu tionality of the law. 
In previou s argu ments, the Em­ 
pire State Tru ck Operators and 
Allied Indu stries Committee con­ 
tended the tax law was discrimi­ 
natory and attempted to regu late 
interstate commerce in violation 
of the federal constitu tion. 
Will Fig ht to Finish 
N. E. Kelby of New York city, 
attorney for the tru ck ers, said 
earlier this week that the fight 
wou ld be carried to the U. S. Su ­ 
preme Cou rt if necessary. 
The law, enacted by the 19 51 
Legislatu re, set a tax ranging 
from 0.6 to 2.4 cents a mile on 
the loaded or u nloaded weight of 
tru ck s weighing more than 18,- 
000 pou nds. The law applied to 
tru ck s registered in or ou t of the 
state. It ex empted tru ck s u sed ex ­ 
clu sively 
for

It took this action as it sent 
to the Hou se for debate nex t week 
a $6,272,138,348 financing the in­ 
dependent offices for the nex t fis­ 
cal year. All of them, inclu ding 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Veterans’ Administration, 
felt the sting of the committee’s 
economy lash.

MURDER OF ARNOLD SCHUSTER 
Nobody in the Schuster family could hav e 
realized it at the time, but it was an unhappy 
day when someone tacked up a “ Wanted” 
poster of Willie Sutton, the nation’s most 
notorious bank robber, in the elder Schu­ 
ster’s Brookly n tailor shop. 
His son Arnold, 24, mild-mannered, be­ 
spectacled v eteran of Coast Guard serv ice in 
World War II, apparently looked at that 
“ fly er” often enough to fix “ Willie the Ac­ 
tor’s” face well in mind. 
Riding in the subway in Brookly n a few 
weeks ago, y oung Schuster saw a man who 
appeared v aguely familiar. Suddenly his 
memory clicked and he realized it was Sut­ 
ton. He trailed the robber from the subway 
until he spotted a police car. He told the 
officers his story , and ev entually they picked 
up Sutton and arrested him. 
What spurred Schuster to act on his hunch 
we can only guess. It may hav e been pub­ 
lished reports that $70,000 reward awaited 
the man who could point out Sutton. Or 
may be he had a streak of the “ priv ate ey e” 
in him. 
His first lesson In the brutalities of life 
came when the police v ersion of Sutton’s 
capture made no mention of Arnold Schu­ 
ster, giv ing instead full credit to the arrest­ 
ing officers. Schuster had to hire a lawy er 
and stir up a fuss before the police, two day s 
later, finally acknowledged that the y oung 
man had supplied a “ wonderful tip.” 
This belated recognition turned out to be 
a hollow v ictory , howev er, when it was 
learned that reports of a fat reward were 
false and Schuster would get nothing for his 
pains. Nothing, that is, unless y ou count a 
proposed “ alertness” award from a TV “ pri­ 
v ate ey e” program. 
Schuster shortly faded from public notice, 
but he was not forgotten in certain special 
quarters. After Sutton’s arrest, two of his 
underworld friends were also seized. Quite 
ev idently , all this was more than some man 
or men could bear. 
Not many nights ago, while he was walk­ 
ing alone about a block from his home, Schu­ 
ster was shot and killed. Bullets were fired 


Hamilton Medal, said: 
. . I am a mere historian, not a prophet.

May be we’ll admit de­ 
feat and withdraw. 
May be we’ll adopt General 
MacArthur’s recommendations and seek v ictory .” 
The confusion to which Professor Hay es ad­ 
dresses himself is due to an inability of our leader­ 
ship to formulate a conception of America’s role 
in the world. That was simpler for us before 1914. 
We were guided by the Monroe Doctrine, Freedom 
of the Seas, the Open Door Policy . Our guideposts 
were distinct. 
Since 1914. we hav e become incolv ed in de­ 
cisions not of our making. 
The conditions of 
Europe were made by Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Germany , and the United States either fitted 
into the picture they had framed or had to stay 
out of it altogether. 
It was this situation that 
produced the controv ersy that led to the conflict­ 
ing America First group and the William Allen 
White group. 
That, in turn, produced the charges 
and counter-charges of internationalism v ersus 
isolationism, both terms being non-descriptiv e of 
reality . 
The adv ent of Sov iet Russia as an expanding 
empire in our own times, utilizing international 
Marxism as a conspiratorial force, found this 
country , by our constitutional sy stem, without 
weapons to defend our future. 
Faced by the 
dilemma of placing restrictions upon the liberties 
of our people, or a segment of them, or tolerating 
infiltration, espionage, intellectual corruption, we 
hav e argued and fought and tried cases in court 
and held congressional hearings, but to this day 
neither public opinion nor legislativ e action nor 
judicial decision has formulated a final judgment. 
Professor Hay es stated this confusion in the 
aforesaid speech' 
“ . . . The v ery complexity of our modem in­ 
dustrial society has inv ited, and rendered more or 
less inev itable, a well-nigh rev olutionary expansion 
of gov ernment functions and of public bureaucratic 
direction, if not control, of priv ate enterprise. The 
phase of this which troubles me most is not state 
regulation of industry , labor, and commerce, but 
rather the threat of state thought-control implicit 
in the steady encroachment of gov ernment-sup­ 
ported and gov ernment-dominated education on the 
domain of priv ate education, accompanied by the 
banning not only of any thing imagined to be sub­ 
v ersiv e of gov ernment, but also, according to re­ 
cent Supreme Court decisions, of any recognition 
of the religious source and inspiration of our West­ 
ern civ ilization and our American liberty . 
State 
univ ersities and municipal colleges may claim as 
their ideal ‘the adv ancement of the public good’ 
but hardly the further ideal inscribed on the pri­ 
v ately endowed Low Memorial at Columbia: The 
glory of Almighty God’.” 
This inscription of uncertainly and of a con­ 
fusion of issues is. howev er, not limited to schools 
j and colleges. 
It is ubiquitous in our world.

this was an alibi or an explanation, it is plausible 
in the sense that not hav ing any sure position of 
his own, he accepted one which bore the imprima­ 
tur of high office—and whirled as it whirled.

THE PSYCHIATRIC ASPECTS OF AGING 
When an indiv idual reaches what is commonly 
called old age, he may find himself slipping to some 
extent. Perhaps he has poor memory for recent 
ev ents—although for ev ents which occurred in 
childhood or early manhood, his memory is good. 
Many elderly people wonder if they will “ lose their 
minds” as the y ears pass. 
In The Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. Leonard E. Himler, Ann Arbor, Mich., 
has reassuring words for elderly people. 
From a purely chronological point of v iew, psy ­ 
chiatric disorders fall into three main groups: the 
pre-senile disorders (disorders occurring before old 
age) which begin as early as the fourth decade; dis­ 
orders of the inv olutional period (45 to 60) and the 
senile mental diseases which hav e their onset after 
60 or 65. “ But in mental as well as phy sical health 
the transition or changing from phy siological (nor­ 
mal) to pathological (organic) aging is influenced 
by many other factors besides the y ears the patient 
has liv ed,” Dr.’ Himler writes. “ Indiv idual v ariation 
in personality is as great in the older as in the 
y ounger age groups.” The health of the body and 
mind does not correspond to the age in y ears. 
Although certain little changes in the mind arc 
common as wc grow older, such as the abov e-men­ 
tioned slip in memory for recent ev ents, Dr. Him­ 
ler states it is indeed fortunate that the ov erwhelm­ 
ing majority of the aged retain their mental fac­ 
ulties to the full. 
In a study of 477 indiv iduals ov er 65 who were 
liv ing in the v icinity , Dr. F. Post in The British 
Medical Journal reports finding that about 82 per 
cent were mentally normal and of the remaining 
18 per cent, 14.4 per cent showed borderline 
changes in their mental emotions and habits. Only 
3.8 per cent (less than 4 in the 100) showed ev i­ 
dence of definite psy chiatric disability . 
The conclusion reached by Dr. Himler, and I be­ 
liev e the medical profession and* also thoughtful 
lay men will be in agreement, is: 
“ The first steps toward the goal of healthy 
trapsition from middle age to balanced old age 
will be attained when there is better understand­ 
ing and acceptance of what is already known about 
normal phy siology (body processes) and psy chology 
(mental processes) ot aging, if there is greater ap­ 
preciation of the need of the aged to continue 
useful interests and activ ities, and if the aged are 
giv en opportunity to maintain an adequate social 
life and a useful place in the community .

THE REASON FOK CONFUSION 
In the course of the present canvass for the 
Presidency, m ach it being made of our foreign 
policy. 
Professor Carlton J. H. Hayes, who used to 
teach history to me and thousands of others, at a 
recent dinner a t which he received the Alexander 
Ham ilton Medal, said: 
" . . . I am a m ere historian, not a prophet. 
And w hat are today s decisions?’ 
How can one 
know, or even guess, w hat decisions are being made 
at Moscow and Peking? . . . 
"So far as W ashington is concerned, its de­ 
cisions seem peculiarly indecisive. 
Today our gov­ 
ernm ent reverses a stand it took yesterday; tom or­ 
row it will probably re-reverse itself. 
Amid the 
spinning, I get contused and perplexed. 
One day 
we decide to sacrifice China to Communism and to 
Russia. 
Another day wre decided not to sacrifice 
Korea. 
Still another day we decide not to fight 
an all-out w ar in Korea, but, while our casualties 
mount, to engage in apparently endless truce- 
talks. 
Ultim ately, I suppose, more and different 
decisions will be made about Korea, but who 
knows w hat they will be? 
Maybe wee’ll admit de­ 
feat and withdraw. 
Maybe we’ll adopt General 
Mac A rthur’s recom mendations and seek victory." 
The confusion to which Professor Ha>es ad­ 
dresses himself is due to an inability of our leader­ 
ship to form ulate a conception of America’s role 
in the world. That was sim pler for us before 1914. 
We were guided by the Monroe Doctrine, Freedom 
of the Seas, the Open Door Policy. Our guideposts 
were distinct. 
Since 1914. we have become incolved in de­ 
cisions not of our making. 
The conditions of 
Europe were made by G reat Britain. France, Italy 
and Germany, and the United S tates either fitted 
into the picture they had fram ed or had to stay 
out of it altogether. 
It was this situation that 
produced 
the controversy that led to the conflict­ 
ing America 
First group 
and the William Allen 
W hite group. 
That, in turn, produced the charges 
and 
counter-cha» ges of 
internationalism 
versus 
isolationism, both term s being non-descript ive of 
reality. 
The advent of Soviet Russia as an expanding 
empire in our own times, utilizing uiternational 
Marxism as a conspiratorial 
force, found 
this 
country, 
by our constitutional system, without 
weapons 
to defend our future. 
Faced 
by the 
dilemma of placing restrictions upon the liberties 
of our people, or a segment of them, or tolerating 
infiltration, espionage, intellectual corruption, we 
have argued and fought and tried cast's in court 
and held congressional hearings, but to this day 
neither public opinion nor legislative action nor 
judicial decision has form ulated a final judgment. 
Professor Hayes stated this confusion in the

" . . . The very complexity of our m odem in­ 
dustrial society has invited, and rendered m ore or 
less inevitable, a well-nigh revolutionary expansion 
of governm ent functions and of public bureaucratic 
direction, if not control, of private enterprise.

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MURDER OF ARNOLD SCHUSTER 
Nobody in the Schuster family could have 
realized it at the time, but it was an unhappy 
day when someone tacked up a “Wanted” 
poster of Willie Sutton, the nation’s most 
notorious bank robber, in the elder Schu­ 
ster’s Brooklyn tailor shop. 
His son Arnold, 24, mild-mannered, be­ 
spectacled veteran of Coast Guard service in 
World War II, apparently looked at that 
“flyer” often enough to fix “Willie the Ac­ 
tor’s” face well in mind. 
Riding in the subway in Brooklyn a few* 
weeks ago, young Schuster saw a man who 
appeared vaguely familiar. Suddenly his 
memory clicked and he realized it was Sut­ 
ton. He trailed the robber from the subway 
until he spotted a police car. He told the 
officers his story, and eventually they picked 
up Sutton and arrested him. 
What spurred Schuster to act on his hunch 
we can only guess. It may have been pub­ 
lished reports that $70,000 reward awaited 
the man who could point out Sutton. Or 
maybe he had a streak of the “private eye” 
in him. 
His first lesson in the brutalities of life 
came when the police version of Sutton’s 
capture made no mention of Arnold Schu­ 
ster. giving instead full credit to the arrest­ 
ing officers. Schuster had to hire a lawyer 
and stir up a fuss before the police, two days 
later, finally acknowledged that the young 
man had supplied a “wonderful tip.” 
This belated recognition turned out to be 
a hollow victory, however, when it was 
learned that reports of a fat reward were 
false and Schuster would get nothing for his 
pains. Nothing, that is, unless you count a 
proposed “alertness” award from a TV “pri­ 
vate eye” program. 
Schuster shortly faded from public notice, 
but he was not forgotten in certain special 
quarters. After Sutton’s arrest, two of his j clear that_weour*ehe*<»n understand it. 
underworld friends were also seized. Quite 
evidently, all this was more than some man 
or men could bear. 
Not many nights ago. while he was walk­ 
ing alone about a block from his home, Schu­ 
ster was shot and killed. Bullets were fired 
into his stomach, the back of his head, and 
into each of his eyes—the eyes that had seen 
too much. 
What a tragic commentary this makes on 
life in a great American city. 
From the ‘ 
forces of law' and order, Schuster got noth­ 
ing for his display of public-spirited conduct. 
Their reluctance to admit his tip was a piti­ 
ful show. But from the gangland he dared 
to challenge, the young man got the reward 
that ruffians know so well how’ to deal out. 
Some weeks ago citizens of the New’ York 
area were in a highly indignant state over 
the accidental deaths of people in neighbor­ 
ing Elizabeth, N. J. Following a series of 
air crashes, they were ready to paralyze 
the nation’s greatest air center to prevent 
more such “outrages” from occurring near 
major city airports.

Ev er since the discov ery in 1882 
of the germ which causes tuber­ 
culosis, an intensiv e search has 
gone on for a drug which would 
effectiv ely combat TB. a disease 
which kills more y oung adults be­ 
tween 15 and 35 than any other 
disease, though no drug which will 
cure tuberculosis has y et been 
found. 
Certain drugs in recent y ears, 
howev er, hav e prov ed of great 
help in treating certain ty pes of 
tuberculosis. Outstanding among 
these drugs is streptomy cin. 
Streptomy cin is neither a speci­ 
fic TB cure nor a substitute for 
the bed rest which is basic in the 
treatment of tuberculosis. Instead, 
it serv es as a support to nature, 
impeding the growth of TB germs

The doctor is the one to decide 
whether or not drugs should he 
used in the treatment of each 
patient. However, there are two 
severe forms of the disease for 
which the use of streptomy cin is 
a l m o s t 
invariab ly 
indicated: 
Tub erculous meningilis and mili­ 
ary tub erculosis. Both forms of 
the disease were practically 100 
per cent fatal b efore the discovery 
and use of streptomy cin. * 
So far, there is no “sure cure” or 
“magic cure” for tub erculosis, in 
the form of a drug or otherwise. 
The discovery of a drug which 
will kill TB germs swiftly and 
surely , once they attack a patient, 
lies in the future. At the same 
time, progress made in that direc­ 
tion within the past decade holds 
out every hope that such a drug 
may b e found.

so that tho body can concentrate 
its forces on fighting the disease. 
One m ajor difficulty in the use 
of streptom ycin is the fact that 
some TB germs develop a rests - 
tanoe to tho drug The drug of 
choice is usually PAS, or para- 
aminosalicylic acid, which appears 
to delay the development of re­ 
sistant germs PAS. of itself, has 
some power against the m ultipli­ 
cation of TR germs, but at present 
its main value seems to he in 
combination with streptom ycin. 
The doctor is the one to decide 
w hether or not drugs should he 
used in the treatm ent of each 
patient. However, there are two 
severe forms of the disease for 
which the use of streptom ycin is 
a l m o s t 
invariably 
indicated: 
Tuberculous meningitis and mili­ 
ary tuberculosis. Both forms of 
the disease were practically 1(10 
per cent fatal before the discovery 
and use of streptom ycin. * 
So far, there is no “sure cure” or 
“magic cure” for tuberculosis, in 
the form of a drug or otherwise. 
The discovery of a drug which 
will kill TR germs swiftly and 
surely, once they attack a patient, 
lies in the future At the same 
time, progress made in that direc­ 
tion within the past decade holds 
out every hope that such a drug 
may be found
